said second section is coupled to said first section in such a manner that said first and 

second sections cover the entire second handle, while exposing at least a portion of the first 

handle. 

5. (Original) Packaging according to claim 4, wherein 

said second section is coupled to said first section in such a manner that a majority of the 
first handle is exposed. 
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6. (Original) Packaging according to claim 5, wherein 

said first and second sections cover substantially all of a remainder of the controller. 

7. (Original) Packaging according to claim 4, wherein 

said second section is coupled to said first section in such a manner that said first and 
second sections expose at least four buttons on the game console controller.

said second section is coupled to said first section in such a manner that said first and 
second sections expose at least four buttons on the game console controller.

extend therethrough.
